AMENDMENT AND REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION 

In response to the Office Action mailed September 19, 2001 in connection with the above- 
identified patent application, Applicants respectfully request that the application be amended as 
follows. 



In the Claims: 

Please add new claims 22-26 and amend claim 1 to read as follows: 
1 . (Amended) A process for purifying correctly folded monomeric insulin-like growth factor-I 
(IGF-I) from a medium containing IGF-I peptides, comprising the steps of: 

(a) contacting the medium with a sufficient quantity of a first cation exchange matrix under 
conditions allowing adsorption of at least about 95% of total IGF-I from the medium; 
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
